Nor- 
withſtandiog it is of trueth , that the reſette, ſupplic and comforting of 
theſe wicked and vnhappie people, is of late become to bee verie fre- 
quent and common in this Kingdome, partelie vpon occaſion of the 
by-paſt connivence and ouer-ſight giuen to perſons offending in that 
kinde, and partlie becauſe particular Commſſiions hath not beene gran« 
ted for trying and cenſuting of the ſaides Reſertes, And the Lordes of 
ſecreit Counlell finding that the aide reſerte is the chiefe and ſpeciall 
cauſe whereby theſe leſuites and meſlc Prieſtes, are encouraged to re- 
paire to this Kingdome , and to take the libertie to corrupt his Majeſtics 
Subjeſts , both in their Religon and alledgance : Whereas if theſe reſets 
and ſtarting hols were denycd vnto them, the Countrie would not bee 
ſo farre infe&ed and poyloned with their treaſonable projeces and in- 
ſinuations.
